complied with. The London Press 
| evidently retlected accurately public 
opinion in England, for a ‘Reuter's 
telegram of the 24th wlt, told us that 
Mr. Balfour had announced that the 
British Government would not_parti- 
cipate in the scheme. ‘This was 
followed by a German telegram of 
the 25th which announced that 
the construction of the railway was 
no wise delayed by British capital 
holding off, and that there had been 
no negotiations on the subject be- 
tween the London and” Berlin 
Cabinets. A Berlin telegram of the 
29th of April stated that the 
English and Russian Press were ob- 
jecting to France taking a hand in the 
Bagdad railway, and that the result 
would probably be that Germany 
would alone build the line from Koni 
to Eregli. A Reuter’s telegram of 
the (ith instant gave us Lord Lans- 
downe’s explanation in the Honse of 
Lords.

Here we have the recent history of 
the railway, and to make it more 
intelligible we turn to the “Specta- 
tor” of the 4th of April, which con- 
tains some extracts from a very 
illuminative article in the April num- 
ber of the “ National Review.” When 
the “Spectator” was writing last 
autumn about the mess into which 
our Government had dragged us in

One of the best developed of the 
species, Count Charles Adolphe Canta- 
cuzene, known to his special admirers as 
the “divine Count,” has just given a 
volume of poems to the world, with the 
English word “Remember” as its title. 
This choice is not a good one, because 
many innocent Parisians—innocent of 
English, that is to say—confuse it with 
Camembert and think it means a new 
kind of cheese. But there is nothing so 
commonplace and earthly about the 
Count’s verses. He refers to epochs as 
drizzling on somebody's soliloquies, and 
inguires when he shall once more set eyes 
on this person’s chinchilla and astrakhan. 
Another stropho describes a damsel’s 
heart as “cinnabar and nacarat” (which 









































means a colour between red and orange 
and ought to prove useful as a rhyme to 
baccarat, hitherto a stumbling-block in 
the way of up-to-date poets).
